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Applicant's arguments filed 03 November 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicants argue that Schulz et al, Bunyea and Mita relate to different inventions. 
Schulz et al are "concerned with the charging of a battery on a battery charger", while Bunyea 
shows a latching arrangement, but no mechanism that dissipates heat from a battery pack. 
Schulz et al also discloses the combination of a cordless device (1) with a battery pack (7), as 
seen in figure 1. Bunyea also discloses, in his figure 1, the combination of a cordless device (20) 
and a battery pack (36). Thus, these two references clearly relate to each other, even though 
Bunyea does not disclose a heat dissipating mechanism. Even accepting the argument that 
Schulz et al. must be considered only for the combination of a battery pack and a charger, 
Bunyea also teaches that his latching arrangement is applicable to that particular combination 
(column 2, lines 31-36). Furthermore, Bunyea provides a reason for using his latching 
arrangement, that it is "simple, yet effective" (column 1, lines 25-26). 

Applicants argue that Mita discloses wet-cell batteries, which would have concerns 
completely different from those used with cordless power tool. This is not persuasive because 
both types of batteries share the common problem of heat generation. This is seen, not in 
hindsight, but from a reading of the references themselves. According to Schulz et a/., "towards 
the end of the discharge of the accumulator in the electrical device, the accumulator temperature 
rises" (column 1, lines 36-38). Mita teaches, "battery efficiency decreases as temperature 
increases" (column 1, lines 22-23).
